GOULD GETS CONTROL. OF AN­ 
OTHER RAILROAD.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


A Part o f u Traill on the Iron M ountain 
R ailroad Breaks Through a Trestle. 
St. Louis, March 6th.—The railroad ac­ 
cident on the Iron Mountain Railroad, near 
De Soto, Mo., which was very briefly re­ 
corded late last night, while not being at 
all unusual in regard to fata! casualties, 
proves to have been quite remarkable in 
respect to several circumstances which at­ 
tended it. It occurred at Victoria, 30 miles 
south of here, a little after 10 o’clock, and 
was occasioned by the giving way under 
the train of the trestie which crossed 
Joachim creek at that point. The train 
was the Texas cipre3s, and consisted of a 
baggage, express and mail cars, smoker, 
two passenger coaches and four sleepers, 
conveying about 130 passengers. A heavy 
rain had fallen ail day and the crock was 
much swollen. 
At Hemutite, tbe first 
station this side of tbe trestle, the engineer 
received orders to run cautiously, as tbe 
rain had been heavy, and the creek 
was out of its hanks. Engineer Kelly 
says he ran slowly beyond that point, and 
both he and his fiteman, William llach, 
watched the track very carefully. 
As he 
approached the trestle, Kelly observed that 
tbe track was entirely straight and level, 
showing nothing wrong, ami be went on 
without the slightest fear or hesitation, but 
when his engine reached about the middle 
of the trestle, be felt the whole structure 
sinking beneath him. In an instant he 
opened the valve operating tbe air-brakes 
to its full width arid brought tbe train to so 
quick a stop that the front end of one car 
was crushed in by thesudden shock. This 
saved the coaches, but the baggage, mail, 
express and smoking cars went into the 
raging torrent below, carrying with them 
all the men on hoard. 
Engineer Kelly 
and fireman Hach went down with the 
engine and were submerged in the Hood. 
Kel.y, in his struggles to free himself, 
found that one of his feet was held last, 
but at the same instunt, and just as he 
realized that he must drown, the engine 
turned over, his foot was released, and he 
came to the surface. Seizittga passing log, 
he clung to it desperately, and was swept 
down the torrent and lodged against a tree 
150 yards below. W ith scarcely strength 
enough to move, ha clasped his legs and 
arms around a limb of the tree, became 
unconscious, and was not restored till two 
or three hours after he had been taken from 
the tree. Fiieman H ath was carried about 
500 yards down the stream, lodged in a 
mass of brush or drift, and was rescued 
soon after the fi >od subsided. The postal 
c tr wasswept away some distance, and as the 
water rushed through it from end to end, the 
mail was literally washed out, and it is now 
scattered 
over miles 
of territory, or 
embedded in the mod of the creek. It is 
regarded as an almost total loss, the whole 
oi it being completely soaked, and the ad­ 
dresses of the letters obliterated. 
The 
clerks—McCullough, Shaffer and Ryan— 
were badly bruised and almost drowned, 
and, being stripped for work, lost all their 
clothes, their guld wati lies aud about $250 
in money, which were carried awav by the 
flood. The smoker, which is said to have 
contained some twenty persons, was swept 
down ubout 300 feet below the trestle, and 
all of its occupants are believed to have 
been saved. They succeeded in getting on 
the outside of the car and clinging to its 
top until they- weie rescued. 
T here are 
some doubts about the baggageman and 
express messenger being saved, but a late 
dispatch from the wreck says that no train 
men were l o s t . ______ 


W estern Crop Summary. 
C hicago, March 6th.—The following crop 
summary will be printed in this week’s 
issue of file Farmers' Review: Thus far the 
reports from the winter-wheat belt indicate 
that the crop is emerging from tbe winter 
in better shape than last year. The crop is 
not assured 
from resulting damage of 
storms and had weather, and still has to 
pass through a critical period, but, as a 
whole, the outlook must be regarded as 
more favorable than at the beginning of 
March of last year. The extremely mild 
weather of the opening days of last week, 
followed by cold weather, caused some in­ 
jury in Illinois aud in Indiana. Twenty- 
three Illinois counties Ibis week report the 
wheat as looking well, while iu Erown, 
Johnson and White counties injury is re­ 
ported. Thirteen counties in Indiana make 
very favorabTe returns. 
In Michigan and 
Missouri the outlook is reporte»! us very 
favorable. 
Nearly all the Wisconsin fiekis 
had an ample snow covering since last No­ 
vember. Tbe weather lias been unfavor­ 
able in Ohio. The season is well advanced 
in Missouri, and spring plowing has com­ 
menced. There is no change in the tenor 
of tbe reports from Kansas. 
Fully one- 
half of the counties report a very poor out­ 
look for wheat. 
T lie San Francisco Tostoffice Site. 
W ashington, March 6th.—Representa­ 
tive Morrow had a consultation with Act­ 
ing Secretary of the Treasury Fairchilds 
yesterday about the San Francisco post- 
otlice bill. This bili difiera from other 
public building bills, in that tbe appropria­ 
tion of $350.000 to purchase the situ is 
made available immediately, and no fur­ 
ther legislation is required to secure the 
money. Fairchild is impressed with the 
necessity tor obtaining an ample site in a 
convenient neighborhood in San Francisco, 
for tbe erection of such a building as will 
be commensurate with the probalne future 
growth of the city. Three fontmissioners 
will be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, within a short time, to select a 
site, and appraise its value. 
Gouhl Gets Control o f A nother R ailroad. 
New Yobk, March 6th.—Jay Gould has 
secured a controlling interest in the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad, and it 
will be a member of the Missouri Pacific 
system hereafter. Tha road issubstaatiaily 
a joint owner wit’i th eAtcbifon, Topeka k 
Santa Fe, of the Atlantic and Pacino, and 
of the w ist end of the S mthern Pacific, 
ami toge.her with the Atchison & San 
Francisco, has unbroken all rail route be­ 
tween St. Louis and San Francisco, and 
wiil soon have over its own tracks a route 
to Paris, Texa«, and when the gap between 
Sapulpa. iu Indian Territory, and Albu­ 
querque is close»!, tbe San Francisco road 
will have its own rails, or s.icb os it is free 
half owner of, between the Mississippi 
river and the Pacific Coast. It is untler- 
stood that the Dcxt board of Son Francisco 
Directors will be substantially the same as 
the Missouri Pacific. The executive, gen­ 
eral Jand staff officers of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific will then end their jurisdiction over 
the Sail Francisco system. 
The K* dem ptlon o f Trade D ollars. 
New York, March 6ih.—Tbe Sub-Treas­ 
ury received yesterday general instructions 
from the Treasury Department in regard to 
the redemption of trade dollars. 
Work 
was not begun, however, although applica­ 
tions were received for the redemption of 
about 250,000. 
Applications were 
put 
on file in the order in which they were re­ 
ceived, and their redemption will be in the 
same order. A beginning wiii probably be 
made to-morrow. It was sai»l at the Sub­ 
Treasury that not over $100,000 could be 
handled in one day, because each coin 
would have to he examined ctrefully, and 
finally weighed with great exactness, be­ 
cause the redemption was in efltct a pur­ 
chase of bullion. 
W reck o f a Steam er. 
Camden (N. J.), March Grii.—It is stated 
that a steamer bound fora Northern port 
was wrecked off the New Jersey coast 
during the storm of Thursday last. The 
(Kean beach between Banipgat Inlet ami 
Seaside Park is strewn with wreckage. 
Southern fruits and early vegetatdes in 
cra’es and barrels are washing ashore in 
the surf. 


Special SessPin o f the I.eci-Iatare in 
W pit VirsL ia. 
C h a rlesto n (\V. Va.), March Gib.—Gov­ 
ernor Wiison will to-morrow issue his 
proclamation reconvening the Legislature 
of this S’.ate on the third Wednesday of 
April next, to consider the appropriation of 
public money for various purposes. The 
Governor does not refer to the election of a 


United States Senator, hut it is believed 
that there will be an election, as the work 
called for cannot be accomplished before 
the second Tuesday after tbe meeting. Sen­ 
ator Kenna arrive»! here from Washington 
to-day. and says there is no doubt that that 
Legislature will have to elect a Senator at 
its special session, notwithstanding Gov­ 
ernor Wilson thinks otherwise. 
A F atal Epidem ic. 
Shenandoah, March 6th.—This town is 
being ravaged by an epidemic of scarletina 
and measles. Not less than 500 children 
have been attacked with the diseases within 
the last three weeks, and of these cases ten 
per cent, have proved fatal. The cause of 
the pestilence is generally acknowledged to 
be the frightfully filthy condition of the 
town, and a most total disregard of all sani­ 
tary and health regulations. The most dis­ 
tressing feature of the trouble is that in 
mauy cases the parents are unable to pro­ 
cure cither medicine or medical aid for 
their children. 
A M agnificent Gift to ^Brooklyn. 
N ew Y ork, March 6th.—Brooklyn is 
soon to have ail Industrial Institution, 
founded on the same lines and ideas as the 
Cooper Institute. Charles Pratt, of the 
Standard Oil Company, and President of 
the Pratt Manufacturing Company, at No. 
26 Broadway, makes the gift, which will 
cost him nearly $1,000,000. The cost of 
the building alone will approach half a 
million, and the rest of the outlay will be 
used as an endowment fund. 


F louring 51111 Burned. 
St. P a u l, March 6th.—A special to the 
Pioneer Press from Hudson, Wis;, says: 
The extensive flouriiig-mili plant of O. 
Burkhardt, north of this city, was burned 
this morning. Loss, $100,000. The mill 
was valued at $40,000; insurance, $17,000.

Rutrlcs for ih e Stakes. 
Neav Y ork , March 7th.—a. m.—The en­ 
tries for the stakes which were opened by 
tbe several racing 
associations, which 
closed on March 1st, received np to the last 
mail on Saturday, are very satisfactory, 
especially for the stakes opened by the 
Monmouth Park Association, which show 
a total of 1.643 entries, with California and 
some Western and Southwestern entries 
yet to arrive. In the last year the total 
entries received were 1,829. Messrs. Haggin, 
Baldwin and Stanford make the same aver­ 
age number of entries for the Monmouth 
events as theytuade for thestakes that closed 
last year, for yearlings, and in January of 
the present year. The total entries for the 
Monmouth event will reach 2,000 or more, 
which will give an average of 663 to each 
stake. A gratifying feature of the entries 
is the large number of owners represented, 
which may be considered a sure sign that 
the number of starters will be large, not 
only for the stakes, but for over-weight 
purses and stakes.

BEECHER 
DYING. 


HE IS SUDDENLY STRICKEN WI1H 
APOPLEXY.

N ew Y ork March 5th.—The Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher has had a stroke of apoplexy 
and now lies unconscious. While hoping 
that the atUck may not prove fatal, great 
fears are entertained by his family und 
friends that his labors as a pastor in this 
world have ended. Beecher resides with 
his son. Colonel Henry Beecher, at the cor­ 
ner of Hicks and Clark streets, Brooklyn. 
A son-in-law, who is in the West, another 
in San Francisco, and Mrs. Scofield, his 
daughter, have been telegraphed for. Col­ 
onel Beecher has also telegraphed for his 
son, whoisirfYalecollege. Colonel Beech­ 
er and his brother, ex-Assistant District 
Attorney William C. Beecher, with his 
wife anil Mrs. Beecher, were at the bedside 
of the great clergyman all day to-day. 
They were completely overcome with grief 
at his condition. He has always been in 
such goo»l health, and was apparently so 
hale tor his age, tli*t they could hardly re­ 
alize that he was lying there in such a 
helpless condition. His attack came on so 
gradually that bis wife aud son were unable 
to realize 
THE FULL EXTENT OF HIS ILLNESS. 
Between 2 and 3 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing Mr. Beecher awakened, complained of 
being sick, and his wife arose to get some­ 
thing for him to drink. He began to vomit 
freely, and then lay back upon his pillow 
aupareully exhausted. In a short time he 
fell asleep. Mis. Beecher concluded that 
he would feel better in a few hours. The 
first breakfast belLrang. hut did not awaken 
him. The second bell also passed un­ 
heeded. Mrs. Beecher had been up for 
some time and did not wish to disturb him. 
Becomine alarmed, she made an attempt 
to arouse him, but could^not do so. She 
called her son and daughter-in-law, and 
they tried to arouse him. He tried to 
speak, but his voice was thick and his artic­ 
ulation indistinct. 
Dr. W. S. Searle, the family physician, 
was called in and he pronounced Mr. 
Beecher quite ill. but did not apprehend 
any immediate danger. During ihe day 
Mr. Beecher s<?emed to improve and hopes 
were entertained that be would rally. His 
medicine was given regularly, and every 
chauge was noted. This morning lie ap­ 
peared to be worse, and it was decided to 
call Dr. W. A. Hammond, ol New York, in 
consultation with Dr. Searle. Before noon 
Mr. Beecher lapsed into unconsciousness, 
and was in that condition when Dr. Ham­ 
mond reached tbe bouse. Dr. Hammocd 
pronounced him 
IN A CRITICAL CONDITION. 
He thought, though, that as the patient 
was naturally a strong man, he might rally, 
and he assured the family that there was 
some hope. He left shortly after 2 o’clock. 
Colonel Beecher said to-night that his 
father did not seem to suffer any pain, and 
when roused seemed to recognize him 
and Mrs. Beecher, but his articulation was 
too indistinct to bejnnderstood. Dr. Ham­ 
mond was called as an expert on brain 
troubles. 
The family, Colonel Beecher 
said, at first thought tlie attack was bilious­ 
ness. 
It was decided to issue hourly bulletins 
to inform anxious friends of Mr. Beecher’s 
condition. 
At 11 o'clock tonight Mr. Beecher was 
slightly better and appeared to be less 
drowsy. Rev. Dr. Talmage and all the 
prominent members of Beecher's church 
called at the house. Mr. Beecher, by point­ 
ing to his head, indicated that he was suf­ 
fering there. Most of the time his pulse 
was 108, respiration 32. and temperature 
100. Dr. Searles said that no more bulle­ 
tins would be issued to night, unlgss Mr. 
Beecher was found to be dying. He did 
not think there would be any chatipe be­ 
fore morning. At II o'clock the house was 
closed. 
BEECHER'S LITERARY LABORS. 
For tbe last month or to Beecher has 
been busily engaeed in writing the second 
volume of his " Life of Christ.” He has 
been closely confined at his work, as he 
wished to "finish it for publication in (he 
eariy summer. He has not been awav from 
hi# house since his return from Europe, 
except (o run up to Peokskill and his coun­ 
try seat for a day at a time. On Sunday 
last he preached two remarkably vigorous 
sermons; on Tuesday hew entto Peekskii! 
and returned on Wednesday. He had a 
slight headache, but thought notiiing of it. 
,110 worked throughout the day on his book 
and went out in the evening with Mrs. 
Beecher. Thursday Ihe two came over to 
New York together to buy furniture for the 
church parlor. After a day in the city they 
relumed home. At supper he ate six roast 
clams and retired about 10 o'clock. Early 
Friday morning began his illness. Colonel 
Beecher visited the sickroom to-night anil 
was recognized by his father. A trained 
nuráe lias been engaged to take care of 
him. 
Much excitement was caused in Brook­ 
lyn by the announcement oi Beecher's ill­ 
ness. Immense crowds gathered near tfoe 
house and read the bulletins, and all 
throngb the evening prominent eirizens 
were calling and leaving cards at the door. 
A policeman was stationed in front of tbe 
house to keep the crowd away. Beecher is 
over 73 years of age, 
THE PEOfLE EAGERLY LOOKING FOR BUL­ 
LETINS. 
New Y ork, March 6th.—Long before 
daylight this morning it was noticed that 
many more people were on the streets than 
was usual in the vicinity of Beecher's resi­ 
dence, and by 8 o’clock there was quite a 
crowd eagerly looking for tbe first bulletin. 
At 9 o’clock the following bulletin was 
issued: “ Beecher is about the same. No 
change since last night.” The first bulletin 
was signed by Dr. W. S. Searles, the 
Beecher family physician, and as it was 
posted on the door-post, the people crowded 
the stoop to read it. There was a feeling 
of thankfulness plainly visible on Iheir 
counteBances that tbe life of the illustrious 
divine was still spared, and as day advanced 
the throng on the sidewalks of Clarke and 
Hicks streets rendered the streets almost 
impassable. In the crowd were people of 
every' station, from the millionaire to the 
prosperous tradesman and the poor laborer,

lence that weie heard on all sides were an­ 
other powerful indication of tbe high esteem 
in which the Plymouth pastor was held by 
ail daises. During the morning scores of 
carriages drove past the house, and the 
occupants of many of theru alighted and 
walked up to the bulletin, and then de­ 
parted, while others left tbeir cards with 
tbe attendant. Those who were intimately 
acquainted were admitted into the house 
and made inquiries concerning the patient 
personally, but tbe immediate family were 
allowed in the sick chamber. There was. 
however, an exception made in the case of 
Rev. De W itt Taimage, who called with 
his daughter Edith, about 1:30, and he was 
admitted into Mr. Beecher’s presence. Fif­ 
teen minutes later Talmage left the house 
and other callers were mostly city officials 
oi New York and Brooklyn. 
HE IS GRADUALLY FAILING. 
About 10 o’clock this morning LV. Ham­ 
mond arrived at the house, and an hour 
later the following bulletin was posted : 
“ Professor W. Hnlmuth, of New Yoi k, in 
consultation freely confirms the opinion of 
tbe physicians that Beecher is gradually 
failing. He may, however, live for some 
days.” That all hope was given up was 
plainly indicated by this bulletin, and tbe 
remark of Rev. DeWitt Taloiage, “ It is 
very serious,” as he passW oot. 
AFFECTING SCFNF8 AT THE CHURCHES. 
Rev. Mr. HaUiilay continued the services 
at Plymouth Church this morning, ami at 
11 o’clock a bulletin was read to tbe con­ 
gregation. The efieet of i; was noticeable 
on the congregation bv tlie number of 
handkerchiefs in use and the stifled sobs of 
mauy of those present. At the church of 
Dc. Talmage the scene after the reverend 
f 
enilemaa’a prayer was almost as alfeeting. 
>r. Taliaag'S made a very tender appeal on 
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behalf of Beecher. He prayed fervently 
for divine blessing on the afflicted preacher, 
and alluded to Mr. Beecher as the friend of 
the millions, the friend of the working­ 
man, the friend of all men, whether rich 
or poor. 


THE END ONLY A QUESTION OF TIME. 
At 2:30 r. m. this bulletin appeared: **Dr. 
Hammond is in consultation. 
Beecher 
is in a stateof deep coma all day. No sign ot 
pain or consciousness of any sort. Death 
is considered certniD, hut at an indefinite 
time, probably to-day.” Since the doctors 
informed the members of the family that 
it was only a question of time tor the end, 
they remain in the sick-chamber awaiting 
every movement. The eldest daughter, wife 
of Rev. Samuel Scoville, of Stamford, 
Conn., arrived at the house Saturday night, 
and her husband and two children will 
immediately follow. The other members 
of the family in the house now are, Mr. 
Beecher’s eldest son, Col. Beecher, his wife 
and two daughters, and son, Henry Ward 
Beecher. W. C. Beecher, and his wife, who 
lives at Columbia Heights. Their son. 
Herbert, who has been telegraphed to San 
Francisco, is on the ocean between Port­ 
land, Oregon, and San Francisco. He is 
not expected to reach New York in time to 
see his father alive, as he is not due in San 
Francisco till to-morrow (Monday), and 
then he has a week’s ride before he can 
reach borne. 
HIS 
RESIDENCE 
FILLED 
WITH 
WZEPINO 
FRIENDS. 
N ew Y ork , March 6th.—Beecher will 
not live through the night; he is slowly 
dying. He hss ceased to recognize those 
around him, and lies in a heavy stupor, 
breathing hard. The parlors of the resi­ 
dence are tilted with weeping members of 
Plymouth Church, and the family are all 
in the sick-room awaiting the end, which 
is not far off. 
NO CHANGE IN HIS CONDITION. 
N ew Y o rk, March 6th.—The condition 
of Beecher has not materially changed 
daring the day. He is in a deep comatose 
state, from which ho cannot be aroused, 
and from which he will never probably 
rally. He is lying quietly like one in the 
deepest sleep, and gives no indication of 
pain or uneasiness. His pulse varies from 
90 to 100. At one time, for several hours, 
it intermitted two or three times in each 
minute, but this morning it has remained 
quite regular and quite hard and fall. The 
temperature has ranged from 109 to 1001, 
and at present stands at 1001. The respira­ 
tions number about 30 to the minute, and 
the body and extremities are equably 
warm. The face is flushed, and has a 
somewhat livid hue. He is unable to 
sp*jak, or swaliow anything, except small 
quantities of liquid, which must be cau­ 
tiously administered to prevent choking. 
All the three medical advisers are in full 
and entire accord as to the nature and loca­ 
tion of the disease, its present status, the 
remedial measures to be employed, and as 
to the progress of the case, "it is their 
opinion that the history of to-day confirms 
the opinion they have entertained from the 
beginning, that recovery is not to be hoped 
for; that though the t-flusion of blood into 
the brain is now stopped, fresh hemorrhage 
may at any time occur and end life. That 
is not iikeiv to happen so far as present in­ 
dications are to be trusted, aud should it 
occur, that his life may he spared yet for 
several days. How long depends on his 
endurance and strength, or constitution. 
No one except Mis. Betcher and her 
childton are allowed to visit his bedsi»le. 
No further bulletin will be issued until 
Monday morning. At 11 o’clock Beecher’s 
condition was reported unchanged, save for 
a gradual sinking toward the inevitable 
end. General Horatio King left the house 
at that hour and expressed ihe opinion that 
Beecher would die during the night or 
momiDg. 


NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE THROUGH THE NIGHT. 
New York. March 6th.—William C. 
Beecher is reported to express the opinion 
that his father would not be alive after 3 
o'clock this morning. MaDy people who 
are anxious to hear the latest news of the 
dying divine are congregated on the side­ 
walks in front of the house. 
St. Clair McKelway, managing editor of 
the Brooklyn Fagle, says that preliminary 
steps were making to celebrate tbe triple 
anniversary of events in Beecher's life. 
The celebration was to have taken place in 
September, in Lhe Brooklyn Academy of 
Music. This Ü the fiftieth vear of Mr. 
Beecher's marriage, the fiftieth ol his ordi­ 
nation to the ministry, and ihe fortieth of 
his pastorate of Plymouth Church. Had 
the beloved pastor lived, his congregation 
aud friends would have celebrated these 
events in a big jubilee. 


PRACTICALLY A DEAD WAN. 
N ew Y ork , March 7th—a. m.—Ud to 3 
A. M. no report has been received from 
Beecher. Dr. Hammond sai»l to-night: 
“ Beecher will never be conscious again. 
There is absolutely no hope. lie may die 
in two hours ami he may live a coupie of 
days longer, but death is certain. The 
paralysis of the entire left side is now com­ 
plete, and nothing rouses him. 
He lies in 
a state of coma, but suffers no pain, or at 
least is consrious of none. The patient is 
now merely a breathing machine, and 
practically he is a dead man.” 


T h e P»»i»ou o f t lie C tilira . 
The Homing Star ot Jaffna, in Ceylon, 
reports the death of the taxidermist of the 
Victoria Museum in that town from Ihe bite 
of a cobra under curious circumstances. 
While feeding a cobra, which he thought 
was harmless from previous extraction of 
tbe poison bag.it suddenly bit his hand. 
Fora tew minutes he took no notice, think­ 
ing tbe bile harmless ; hut pain and nausea 
soon began. Carbolic acid was applied, 
ligatures were bon ml around the arm. an 
incision was made at the bite, and thebloo»!

T H E GROW TH OF BOSSISM 


The founders of our democratic form of 
government, built upon the theory and 
expectation that the will of the majority 
would be known freely, and without cow 
or coercion. 
But, in fact, the actual will 
of the majority is now the most difficult of 
all things political to ascertain, for the 
political boss intervenes and so limits the 
field of expression in choosing between 
men or principles, that in hut few eases 
is the full, free and untramnieled will of 
the voter made manifest. 
It has come to ¡kiss latterly that the 
American sovereign is not now often con­ 
sulted concerning his own, hut has rather 
become in most cases the convenient and 
unresisting instrument for the accomplish­ 
ment of the ends of the political bosses, 
the crack of whose whips is sharper than 
was tiiat of any which clipped the skin 
from the backs of plantation slaves. These 
new rulers of America» kings sit without 
the halls of legislation and dictate through 
their subservient tools the determination 
of the policy of the State. 
W ith regard 
only for notoriety for the possession of 
“ power,” with concern only for the fatten­ 
ing of their pockets with coin, they deter­ 
mine what shall be the law, who may rise 
and who shall fall. They sit in ante­ 
chambers of intemperance, and make and 
unmake State and municipal adminis­ 
trators, and determine the framing of con­ 
stitutions and statutes. Their power is 
undeniable, and whosoever is not blind 
mid deaf cannot avoid witnessing the man­ 
ifestation every day and hour in every 
eitv and State of the republic. It is a 
power that springs direct from the people, 
and may be said to be an unequivocal 
grant and a warrant, with letters royal to 
rule. 
It has come to pass that no man 
dare present himself for candidacy in 
a party to the principles of which he is 
attached, or propose a measure for law to 
conserve the good of the people, until he 
lias placated these new gods by sacrificial 
offerings of ilion#, promise, and assignment 
of i>ersonal and political independence. 
The heginniug of government is ill the 
ward meeting, the district assembly, the 
town club, where citizens are supposed to 
consult each other concerning the fittest 
persons to represent them in Conventions 
to select candidates for ofliee or the -eats of 
the law-makers. But average citizens in 
largest number neglect this fundamental 
privilege and duty, and the political boss 
controlling, as only lie can, the vicious and 
mercenary classes, takes [tossession of the 
neglected caucus, ma|is out the proceedings 
of the primary meeting, elects whom he 
pleases as delegates, and as a consequence, 
nominates his men, leaving the voter but 
the equivocal privilege of accepting the 
choice. 
It thus becomes far easier for as- 
piling men to deal with the boss direct, 
and leave all the details by which results 
are reached to his skilled manipulation, 
than to contest for the honest indorsement 
of the |>eop!e. Thus it 
lias come to 
pass 
that 
bossisoi 
in 
America is a 
system of political brokerage ; a vulgar, 
dangerous and vicious commission business. 
These shrewd, skilled and far-seeing po­ 
litical Richelieus, whose ability and sue­ 
cos; in controlling, using and trading men 
in the new slave market oí free government, 
c .mmiuid admiration, have common cause 
in all their works, however much theseem- 
ing of party fealty may appear to divide 
them. 
Office-filling 
and 
the exercise 
of political power are the ends ; party hut 
the convenient means. 
»Ve speak of free men and a free coun 
try, of liberty and equality, and use the 
terms as rallying cries; hut, after all, in 
seveu cases out of ten, we are hut shouting 
them for a choice made or a policy devised 
long prior to the birth 
of our en­ 
thusiasm, and in which selection or deter­ 
mination we played the part neither of 
free m en, equals, nor the citizens of a free 
country. 
Civil 
government-, 
in fact, 
threatens to become boesism incamr.tr, and 
in many localities the incarnation is com­ 
plete. 
The large cities, indeed, where 
bossism does not typify one-man power, 
corruption ami the bondage of the so- 
called “ free choice,” are so few as to prac­ 
tically cut no figure in the consideration 


prosperity and happiness. “ The idea of a 
free State is entirely modem,” said Pro- 


7 1887 • l"e3ior Sunnier; he has lived to write as 
J 
_ truly, if he chooses, that the modem idea 
• has given birth to a system that promises 
to rise up and throttle it. The free State 
is 
becoming 
a State of 
bossism, in 
which about the only freedom of political 
action guaranteed the citizen, is to vote 
according to programmes in the making 
of which he has had no part. 
The unsatisfactory results which our 
free system has produced are not charge­ 
able to the machinery, but to the applica­ 
tion of the motive power that sets and 
keeps it in motion. That is to say, the 
wrong use of the ballot defeats the purpose 
for which it was created, and it is wrongly 
used, viciously used, whenever—no matter 
who the person, what the cause or meas­ 
ure, or what the end to be attained—it is 
cast according to the prearrangement or 
desire of the political boss. For bossism, 
being wrongly born and having no inher­ 
ent virtue, cannot gild any of its results, 
justify any of its achievements or clothe 
with respectability any cause in which it 
is enlisted. As it means corruption, ve­ 
nality in all forms, if we use it as a crutch 
we touch pitch and are defiled ; whatever 
cause we launch in its favoring breeze is 
infected; whatever vitality we draw from 
its veins for our laws or their administra­ 
tion, is corrupted and contains the seeds of 
disease. 
Of course there is a demand for reform, 
and generally people approve all efforts to 
bring it on, but the demand and approval 
need to be backed by considerably more of 
courage than has yet been displayed any­ 
where. Perhaps in New York city the 
evil is greatest, and secondly in San 
Francisco, but 
almost anywhere, lioss- 
ism and spoilsism exist and maintain a 
rule of terrorism. So far from exaggerat 
ing their enormous proportions and dan­ 
gerous character to the liberties of the 
people, we never yet have adequately de­ 
scribed them, or with sufficient force de­ 
picted the dangers 
with 
which they 
menace the country. The “ boss,” in fact, 
is the one chief and overshadowing evil 
genius of the day. 
We can well under­ 
stand that the country may be purged of 
bossism by a peaceful revolution, and we 
have faith in free institutions to believe it 
will be accomplished, hut with Stetson, we 
confess, “how peaceably to obtain a genuine 
ballot, in place of the present counterfeit, 
is a problem, and one difficult of solution.” 
But it must be speedily solved, or the ex­ 
periment of free government is at an end. 
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THE CITY ELECTION. 


The electors of Sacramento will to­ 
morrow vote for a portion of the officers to 
govern the city. A party issue has been 
made by the nomination of a Republican 
and of a Democratic ticket. This city is 
Republican by a broad margin of votes, 
and there would seem to be needed no 
special appeal to members of the party to 
sustain their ticket. In personal character 
the Republican ticket commands respect 
and confidence, and its success therefore 
insures to the city competent administra- 
ors of its affairs. The R ecobd-Union, 
as is well known, has not and does not be­ 
lieve these municipal matters should he 
made to hinge upon partisan politics when 
questions of fitness and good government 
in that larger family—the municipality— 
are the chief matters of concern. It ex­ 
pects the dawn of the day when the choos­ 
ing of municipal administrators will be 
conducted upon a plane immeasurably 
above the political one, in wisdom and 
business sagacity. So long, however, as 
the peddle submit to national parties be­ 
ing dragged into city elections, to cut a 
figure in government that should feel no 
other influences than those of business 
policy and the conservation of the best in­ 
terests of the municipality, Republicans 
should not abandon their nominees to any 
chance of defeat. The men now put for 
ward are as widely and well known as ;yiy 
in the city, and there can lie advanced no 
pica of ignorance concerning their capacity. 
The larger portion of the ticket is made 
up of old, tried, trusted officials, the re­ 
choice of whom is directly in line with 
true civil service reform, and whose defeat 
would result in the experiment of untried 
and unskilled men. Sucli defeat no one 
dreams of as a possibility. So far as the 
city election, therefore, concerns party 
politics, the Republicans of Sacramento 
will be expected to keep the record of 
their party good by securing for the ticket 
a majority vote in keeping with the 
strength of the party. 


ANOTHER THAT NEEDS KILLING. 


If not already dead, Senate Bill 149, in­ 
troduced by Mr. Sullivan, should be put to 
the ax. 
It requires all manufacturers and 
preparers of goods to stamp their products 
so as to show the “ class” of labor used. 
Severe penalties attach for failure to do so. 
At latest accounts the bill had reached sec­ 
ond reading in the Senate. That should 
lie the last of it. 
It is born of the same 
vicious and diseased mother that gave 
birth to the stamp and label infamy. It is 
sjiecial legislation, discriminates against 
California products, is an invasion of the 
rights of persons and property, is intended 
for one class only but sweeps in all, and is 
open to every objection urged against its 
dead companion. How absurd it would be 
to have bags of wheat, bunches of shingles, 
hats boots, caps, coats, loaves of bread, 
sheets of pa|>er, bolts of cloth, tin cups and 
stone drain pipe, granite blocks and door 
casings, hot rolls nud photographs, etc., 
stamped, lal>eled or marked something af­ 
ter this fashion: Manufactured by 10 per 
cent, of Italian, 20 ¡icr cent, of German, 30 
¡ier cent, of American, 5 per cent, of negro, 
5 per cent, of Chinese, 10 per cent, of 
Irish, 20 per oent. of white, brown, black 
or cop!>er-cnlorcd female labor. All these 
ellbrts to cripple the endeavor to rid our­ 
selves of the Chinese siekc-n and disgust. 
Such legislation, iustead of discouraging 
employment of Chinese laborers, will tend 


The confirmation of First Lieutenant

A GOOD VETO. 
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G overn or B a r tle tt D o es H im H on or 
K illin g th e C ohen Stam p A ct. 
The Governor on Saturday returned to 
the Legislature Assembly Bill 55, generally 
known as “ The Cohen Stam p Bill,” refus­ 
ing to approve it, which action is in accord­ 
ance with the general sentim ent and urgent 
wish of the people. Following is the E x­ 
ecutive veto: 


THE VETO MESSAGE. 


S t a t e o f C a l if o r n ia , 
E xecutive D epartm ent. 
Sacramento, March 5,1887. . 
To the Assembly o f the State of California: 
I herewith return, without approval, ‘‘Sub­ 
stitute for Assembly Bill No. 55, entitled 
‘An Act to protect the manufacturing inter­ 
ests of this State,’ ” with m y objections 
thereto as follow s: 
First—The bill is too broad and too in ­ 
definite. 
It applies to "every m aker or 
m anufacturer of any article made or m anu­ 
factured in this State” (Section 1), and re­ 
quires the “articie” to be imprinted, label­ 
ed, or stamped, unless “it would be impos­ 
sible, impracticable, or unnecessary, for the 
the purpose of carrying out the true intent 
of this Act” (Section 3), in which case the 
cover or package may he stamped, or a tag 
attached. 
It is to be noticed that the ‘‘arti­ 
cle” need not be made for sale, and there­ 
fore it seems to apply to articles made in 
the household as well as in the factory. 
The clause of Section 3 quoted sufficiently 
indicates the indefiniteness of the Act, and 
how impossible it would be, in m any cases, 
for the m aker of an article to determine 
whether he m ust label or stamp it accord 
ing to Section 3, or go to jail under Section 
1. 
Further, 
by 
Section 
2, a 
mer- 
‘ 
. 
is not prohib- 
selling 
an article 
w heth­ 
er 
labeled 
or 
not, 
manufactured in 
any other State or country, but if he sell an 
article made in California without the label 
or stamp required, he may be punished as 
a crim inal. And there are no means pro­ 
vided whereby such person may be able to 
identify articles made in this State, or to 
procure and be able to exhibit with the a r­ 
ticle offered, the label or stamp of the 
m aker and the name of the place of m anu­ 
facture. In other words, a m erchant or 
other person may sell an article m anufac­ 
tured 
in 
any other State or country, 
whether it is labeled or not, but if he sell 
an article made in California, which the 
m aker has failed to label or stamp as re­ 
quired, he may be punished as a criminal, 
unless he him self properly label or stamp 
it. Again, this Act would seem to require 
that every person who made, or caused to 
be made, any change in the original article, 
should place his label or stamp thereon. 
This would evidently result in num erous 
stamps on the combined article, and lead 
to confusion. 
Second—Violations of Sections 1, 2, 3 and 
5 are declared to be crimes, irrespective of 
the intent of the person comm itting the 
acts. 
No criminal intent or knowledge is 
required. The personal employer, or any 
oflicer of the corporation employer, is sub­ 
ject to punishm ent under these sections by 
the accidental or intentional violation by 
an employe, even if such violation were 
contrary to his instructions. 
Third—It is provided that the Act shall 
take effect within ten days. This is un­ 
reasonably short. 
“ A rticles” are “ made 
or manufactured ” in every household in 
the State. 
But this law could not be pub­ 
lished and become generally or at all 
known throughout the State within that 
time. Even if the Act were known at the 
time of its passage, the stamps, labels, 
molds, lithographs, etc., necessary to com­ 
ply with it could not be obtained within 
that time. Nor would any “ m aker or 
manufacturer of any article” venture to 
continue work in view of Section 2, until 
securing such label, stamp, etc., and so 
would be compelled to close his business 
for that time. As to articles already m an­ 
ufactured and in the hands of dealers 
throughout the State, but a sm all portion 
could be sold within ten days. 
Yet by 
Section 2 any person selling, oroffering or 
exposing for sale, any of those articles after 
that time, now owned by him , or who 
should fail fo exhibit and expose with the 
article offered, the im print, label or stam p 
of the maker, and the name of the place ol 
manufacture, would be liable to be pun­ 
ished as a crim inal. 
In other words, the 
m illions of dollars’ worth of articles m anu­ 
factured in California, on band and un- 
siaraped, could not be sold without violat­ 
ing the law. 
F ourth—Since the presentation of the 
bill to me, many of those who are engaged 
in the m anufacturing industries in the 
State have subm itted suggestions in rela­ 
tion to the same. 
Communications by 
committees and otherwise from Chambers 
of Commerce. Boards of Trade, m anufact­ 
urers' associations, and other 
reputable 
representative bodies, and from a great 
many engaged in the most im portant in ­ 
dustries of the State, have been presented 
to me, urging objections to the Act. They 
represent that a compliance with the pro­ 
visions of this Act would m aterially in ­ 
crease the cost of our struggling industries; 
that this cost in many articles would ex­ 
ceed the profit now earned, and compel 
(lie abandonm ent of such manufactures, 
the withdrawal of capital from productive 
industries, and the discharge of m any 
working people; that this would give the 
manufacturers of other States and counties 
(to whom this Act does not apply) such an 
advantage over Calitornia m anufacturers 
that they would be able to undersell, and to 
occupy the hom e market; that it would des­ 
troy large industries which at presentare 
able to exist only because their products 
are permitted to be disposed of without la­ 
bel or stam p to dealers in this and otner 
States and countries; that in so far as the 
expense of labeling, stamping, etc., is in ­ 
curred, to that extent is cheap labor bene­ 
fited, and that such “ cheap labor” could 
be used in tne industries now m aintained, 
even after the more intelligent and skilled 
labor should have suspended; that, in other 
words, this Act wo dd make a discrim ina­ 
tion in favor of foreign manufactures and 
against our own ; would drive capital out 
of manufacturing enterprises and out of the 
State; would deprive m any working peo­ 
ple of employment, and drive them from 
the S tate; would discourage immigration 
and investment in industries in this State. 
They also represent that in the nature of 
many manufactures, it is impossible to 
comply with the Act at all. 
In others, it 
is not only useless, out absolutely injuri­ 
ous, as, fur instance, in lum ber and the ar­ 
ticles into which it is converted, with brick, 
stone, and other primary forms of products. 
These suggestions from those for the pro­ 
tection of whose interests the bill purports 
to he passed are emitted to much weight. 
Fifth—The bill Implies an interference 
with the rights of persons and property to 
an extent which has not, to my knowledge, 
been authorized hitherto in ibis country. 
It is a restraint upon the liberty of the citi­ 
zen in the use of his property. It does not 
purport to conserve the heniia or the safety 
tif ini: propie.

L E G ISL A T IV E NO TES. 


It seems doubtful whether the presenta­ 
tion of claims for compensation or damages 
in connection w ith the roads, trails, etc., 
leading into, and located about Yosemite 
Valley, will ever find an end. 
These seem 
to have a sort of uñextinguishable quality 
about them that prevents their ever being 
satisfied, and that when supposed to be 
paid and the claim ants out of the way, 
they presently bob up again as fresh and 
scerene as ever, and blandly ask for a hear­ 
ing of their case, in which they “have been 
unjustly dealt with by the State,” or some 
one representing it." Just now the Old 
Coulterville Stage Company has a hill on 
the way for passage through the Legislature 
granting permission for said company to 
sue the State. The claimants allege that 
when 
they 
built 
their 
road 
they 
held from tne Commissioners an exclusive 
privilege for ten years to operate a road on 
the south side of the Merced river into the 
valley, and that they were damaged by an­ 
other road being built on the same side, 
from Big Oak Flat. The facts of the case 
are, that while a resolution to the effect 
stated was adopted by the Commissioners, 
when the contract came to be drawn 
it was discovered by the Governor of the 
State, Mr. Booth, that such u contract 
would be unconstitutional, and the com ­ 
pany was accordingly notified that the 
writings would not be executed with that 
provision in. A contract was theu drawn 
without the exclusive privilege in it, and 
signed by both parties, and under this con­ 
tract the road was constructed and operated. 
A claim has before been set up by the com­ 
pany. and it was settled by the Commis­ 
sioners purchasing and paying $10,000 for 
the Coulterville road lying within the 
Y'osemite grant. Now it should bdentirely 
clear to every member of the Legislature 
that when that $10,000 was paid, all claim 
whatever that the Coulterville Stage Com­ 
pany had against the Commission or the 
State was entirely canceled. 
In order to 
make another demand stick, the stage com­ 
pany now state that the $10.000 was only to 
settle matters lying inside the grant. 
Well, 
adm it it, for argum ent sake, for that fact 
kills every vestige of the present claim. 
They claim damages under the contract made 
with the Commissioners. The Commissioners 
had no jurisdiction outside the grant, and 
since they have purchased the road and 
settled the claim of the company for all 
matters inside of the grant, no further 
claim whatever can possibly be made in 
good conscience under the contract. 
The proposition to let the company sue 
the State, even under their own showing, 
should not be permitted for a moment. 
It 
is letting a suit be brought by a plaintiff 
withont any shadow of legal ground, un­ 
der the hope entertained by the claimant, 
that by specious presentation to the Court, 
with a disinterested and careless defense, 
upon the part of the State, a judgm ent of 
$30,000 or $40,000 may be obtained. The 
bill is being lobbied through the Legisla­ 
ture. 
It has already passed the Senate, 
and it rem ains to be seen whether there is 
“ sufficient in it” to grease it through and 
overcome the well-known sturdy virtue of 
the Assembly. 
In our Saturday’s report of Senate pro­ 
ceedings it was printed that the special 
committee appointed to inquire into the al­ 
leged failure to transm it a Senate message 
prom ptly to the Assembly, reported “ that 
the blame attached to the Clerks at the 
desk.” 
As the report was written, and 
should have been printed, it read, “ that no 
blame attached to the Clerks at the desk.” 
The Senate Clerks are proverbially careful 
and painstaking. 
Senator Chandler is coming to the front 
as an active and efficient debater. Unques­ 
tionably it was chiefly through his influ­ 
ence tiiut i he Senate on Saturday, very 
properly, placed in the appropriation bill a 
small sum to foster the struggling silk in­ 
dustry. 
Indefinite leave of absence has been 
granted to Senators Rose and Patterson.

FOUND DYING. 


i ‘ NDSOME PRESENT. 


H en ry G rice*. S u d d en T :tklug-O ft from 
an Overdose o f N a rco tics. 
Henry Grice, a well-known 
sporting 
man, died suddenly yesterday in his room 
at Second and J streets. A friend went to 
his apartment about3 p. m. and found him 
in bed insensible. A physician was sum­ 
moned, who concluded from the symptoms 
that the patient was laboring under the 
effects of an overdose of morphine, chloral 
hydrate, or some similar poison, which 
had been taken several hours before his 
condition 
was 
discovered, 
and 
had 
become 
absorbed in 
his system. Ev­ 
erything 
was done that was deemed 
of 
service, 
but 
death 
ensued about 
4 o’clock. 
It is reported that he had 
been indulging in stimnmnts for u tew days 
to an extent that his advanced years could 
not sustain, and he was troubled with a 
loss of sleep. It is presumed that he took 
au opiate to overcome this difficulty, and 
by accident took an overdose. Previous to 
the discovery of bis fatul condition in the 
afternoon, he was last seen about 8 a. m., 
when a Chinese waiter took him a drink 
in his room, and subsequently reported 
that he was feeling pretty well.

very 
late 
at times, 
had 
a 
room 
down 
town, 
which accounts for his being there. The 
Coroner, after inquiring into the facts con­ 
nected with the case, decided that an in­ 
quest was unnecessary. Deceased was a 
native of Pennsylvania, in his (53d j-ear. 
H e was a veteran of the Mexican war, hav­ 
ing enlisted in Ohio, and soon after the 
conclusion of that struggle he came to 
California—in 1849 or 1850. Most of his 
life in this State bas been spent in Sacra­ 
mento, and early in 
the 
fifties 
he 
and Bob Dirge were engaged in business as 
blacksmiths and manufacturers of iron 
doors and shutters on the north side of K 
street, betweeu Second and Third. Under 
Buchanan's administration he was appoint­ 
ed and served as II. 8. Marshal of Utah 
Territory. He was a member of the Ma­ 
sonic fraternity and a Knight Templar. 
A 
man of quiet demeanor, courteous, kind- 
hearted and honest, he held the respect and 
friendship of all who intimately knew him. 


T h e C a rd w ell T ract.

The Controller of Currency has called 
for a statement of the condition of the 
National Banks at the close of business on 
March 4th. 
Judge Treat retired from the United 
States District Court of the Eastern Dis­ 
trict of Missouri, alter thirty years of judi­ 
cial service. 
Charles J. Peterson, author and publisher 
and proprietor of Peterson's Ladies National 
Magazine, died suddenly at his residence 
Saturday, aged G3 years. 
George Condit 8mith was shot in Madi­ 
son Square, New York, on Thursday night 
by an unknown man. He is a ward of 
Justice Field of the United States Supreme 
Court. 
Ueutenant Colonel R. N. Scott, Third 
Artillery, chief of the publication of war 
records of the rebellion, died at his resi­ 
dence in Washington, Saturday afternoon, 
of pneumonia. 
The officials of several coal companies 
shipping from South Ambov, N. J., fear an 
outbreak among their 300 strikers. Armed 
special Deputy Sheriffs patrol the docks 
night and day. 
Naval Constructor Pook submitted to the 
Navy Department to-day his plans for the 
new armored vessel of 6,000 tons displace­ 
ment ordered by the last Congress. She will 
cost over $2,500,000. 
Bradstreet s reports that 99,300 men struck 
during January and February, 1887, against 
57,800 in the same months in 1886. Of 
these 16,000 are still out, 23,523 were suc­ 
cessful. and 50,777 failed. 
F. McLeish, of Milwankee, Wisconsin, 
lias filed at the Postotfice Department 
charges reflecting severely upon the con­ 
duct of James L. Wilder, Railway Mail 
Superintendent for the Pacific Coast. 
The New York flour trade is exercised 
over a London project to establish in Rio 
de Janeiro a flour milling company with a 
capital of £500,000. 
No flour is at present 
milled in Brazil, but is exported from the 
United States. 
One wing of the wholesale grocery house 
of A. B. Simmons & Co.. at Atchison, Kas., 
was burned Saturday, together with goods 
valued at about $110,000. The loss on the 
building is $15,000, and the insurance on 
the whole establishment is $130,000. 
The Superintendent of the Jersey City 
ferries of the Pennsylvania railroad yester­ 
day discovered new evidences of an at­ 
tempt to burn the company’s ferry-houses 
and depot. The company is employing 
men to patrol the wharf day and night.

By an explosion of firedamp in a colliery 
at Onaregnon, Belgium, over a hundred 
men were killed. 
Sir Michael Hlcks-Beach has resigned 
the Chief Secretaryship of Ireland, and 
Hon. J. A. Balfour has been appointed'to 
succeed him. 
The Italian Chambers have been sum­ 
moned to meet on the 10th instant. Signor 
Criapi will interpellate the Government on 
the recent ministerial crisis. 
Peter John Bcckx, General of Jesuits, 
died at Rome, Saturday. He was born at 
Sichem, in Belgium, February 8, 1795, and 
was educated for the priesthood.
